Hamburg, February 27. 

Hey write from Thorn, That a Party 
of Saxons which was fent out from 
thence, had fallen upon 300 Swedes 
near Goftinin, cut them all off, and 
taken a Booty of 18000 Gulders, That 

the Deputies of the City of Dantzick were refus'd 
Audience of the King of Poland, and that the Ma- 
giftrates of that Place have therefore redoubled their 
Care to put it into a good condition of Defence. 


Mittau, Feb. 13. This Afternoon Lieutenant’ 


Collonel Bruckner return’d with a Party of 500 
Swedith Horfe and Dragoons, having 2 days ago 
attack’d the Lithuanians that were quarter'd in 
Janitski, kil’'d 20c, and taken 200 Horfes, 2 pair of 
Kettle-Drums, and feveral Standards. Another 
Party of 800 Swedes is march’d out of this place, 
under Collonel Leeuwenhaulet. 

Warfaw, Feb. 16. The King of Sweden is now 
at Jakowoci 2 Miles from Lublin; his Majefty has 
yielded that the Lubliners who were tax’d at 50000 
Rixdollars Contribution, fhall compound for 20000, 
General Steinbock has put a great quantity of Goods 
ef much Value, that were collected as Contributions 
in the Polifh Ruffia, into the Caftle of Zokal.. The 
King of Sweden has made the Prince of Saxe-Gotha 
General of his Infantry; in the room of the Duke of 
Holftein who was kill’d laft Summer.

Thorn, Feb. 13. The King’s Troops aré pofted in 
and near this Ciry. The Saxon General Venedigen, 
with fome Troops of Lithuanians, has poffefs’d him- 
felf of Tickoczin a Fortrefs belonging to the Sapiehas, 
in which is found a fine Train of Artillery. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 6. 

Thorn, Feb. 12. Several Saxon Regiments are ar- 
riv’d hereabouts out of Great Poland ; and the Gar- 
rifon of this Place is augmented by the Regiment of 
Count Reus. The Waywod of Walhinia who was 
made Prifoner by the Swedes, has bought his Li- 
berty for 15000 Gulders. 

Warfaw, Feb. 13. Of the Senators that were in- 
vited to hold a Senatus Confilium here by the Car- 
dinal Primate, but few are arriv’d ; and thofe that 
are ablent, have fignified that they cannot think 
themfelves free in their Vores, nor fecure in their 
Perlons, where there is a Swedith Garrifon. The 
Uprer Field-Marfhal bound himfelf and the Crown’s 
Army in a Confederacy on the 25th of laft Month; 
and afterwards ifued out his Univerfalia to all the 
Waywedhhips ; inviting chem to fend their Deputies 
to render themfelves ad latus Regium, 1. e. to attend 
his Majefty, on the 14rh of March. The Gentle- 
men of the Waywodthip of Syradia, and fome thou- 
fauds more of the Nobility, are mounted on Horfe- 
back under tie Command of a famous Leader nam’d 
Coir, to adift the King; whereupon the Swedes 
thac were advanc’d near Thorn are retiring back 


the Peace ; and the Poles begin to talk, that if it be 
not concluded by the 16th of March, all mifunder- 
ftandings between them and the Saxons mutt be laid 
afide. 

Dantzick, Feb.24. They write from Marienburg, 
where the Court is at prefent, That the Heer 
Potiecy being on his march to Warfaw with 20 
Troops, met with and routed a Party of fome hun- 
dreds of Swedes. On the 20th feveral Carriages 
were {ent from hence to fetch the Artillery from 
Memel. The Englith Envoy went from hence to 
Warfaw on the 19th, to for. ard the Peace between 
the Kings of Sweden and Poland,

Marienburg, Feb.23. We have Advice here that 
Tykocfin is taken and garrifon’d L. the Saxons. 
The Secretary of the Imperial ss crriv’d here, 
from whom we learn thac the King of Sweden is 
well inclin’d at prefent to a Peace. We havea Re- 
port that the Swedith General Steinbock is taken 
Prifoner ; as alforhat the rebellious Coffacks are 
fupprefs’d, and their General Samur hanged. 


Marienburg, Feb, 26. ThisDay the Deputy from _ 


the Crown’s Army had Audience of the King, in 
which they affure him, that they would ftand by, 
and maintain the Catholick Faith, the King, and 
the Republick. 

Samofc. Feb. 9. To Day came Advice from Zokal, 
That the Swedes have poffefs'd themfelves, by Sur- 
prize of the Bernardine’s Cloyfter there, into which 
the Waywodfhip of Wolhinia had put all their Trea- 
fure, in which they found a Booty to the Value of 
12 Millions of Guilders. This City is block’d up 
by the Swedes.

Coningsberg, Feb. 27. Yelterday came advice, That 
the City of Eibing has receiv’d a Garrifon of Pruf- 
fians ; of which we wait a Confirmation. 

Dantzick, Feb, 28. Yefterday we receiv’d a Con- 
firmation of the taking of General Steinbock, who 
after he had plunder’d the Cloyfter of Sohol,in which 
he found 3 Millions of Gulders, was made Prifoner 
by the Crown’s Referendarius and General Brand 
who took with him fome Chefts of Gold and Silver, 
The Swedifh General Horn, was kill’d before the 
Caftle of Samos by a Shot from thar place.

Thorn, Feb, 22. The Polith Army has taken the 
following Oath, 

‘IN. Swear in the prefence of God, in the midft 
of the Troubles of our Country, feeing no other 
way of defending the Catholick Faith, the Church- 
es and Service of God, and refcuing the Republick 
which is oprrefs’d on all fides by an Inundation of 
Enemics, That I will defend with the Hazard of 
my Life and Fortune, (without being corrupted by 
Gifts or Promifes,) not only the Catholick Faith in 
the firft place, The Churches of God, the Libertics 
© of Poland and the Publick Wealth, the moft Serene 
‘ King Auguftus now reigning, the moft Illuftrious 
* Generals of the Armies and all my Brethren ; bur, 
‘ likewife that I will oppofe with all my might, and 
‘ manner of means,all things that may be prejudicial 
“to the Publick Good ; and that I will not engage 
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in any Treaty, Capitulation, or other Confederacy, 
againft the Publick Welfare ; or that may tend or 
aim at the Dethroning of the King, by which not 
only our Liberties, but our Conntry would be 
wholly ruin’d. I furcher promile, That if I hap- 
pen to be inform’d of any Factions being fet on 
foot, or any Treaty between any Perfons what- 
foever againft the Publick Good, that I will dif- 
cover it, and will treat the Perfons I know to be 
concern'd in fuch a Confederacy as Enemies; 1 
will pay Obedience to the Gencrals of the Army, 
holding my {elf oblig’d with them and my Fellow- 
Soldicrs to be all of one mind. And whereas the 
mutt Liluftrious Generals of our Army have iffued 
out Unive [alia to all Military Officers, as well as 
private Soldiers, to command each of them to ren- 
: der themfelves at their Troop or Company within 
foace of fix Weeks, We declare, [hat whoever 
hall fail to appear perfonally within that time, ex- 

ag thofe that are already actually employ’d, 

vill cuc them off from our Community. Thefe 
-~ -s we Swear to obferve joyntly, as well us and 
cur Jrethren, as our Generals, and that we will 
courinue in this Union, till the Republick is re- 
eftablith’d in Peace, and till we are paid our Ar- 
rears, which we have deferv’d by our Services and 
at the Price of our Blood. All which I oblige my 
felf to itand by and maintain, on my Faith,Honour 


‘ and Confcience. So help me God.
